King of Judah, is said in the sec­ 
ond book of Kings to have made 
an alliance for mutual protection, 
with Tirhakah, “King of Ethiopia.” 
Ethiopia had its good and bad 
times in the almost incessant wars 
of conquest of ancient days. It was 
in turn conquered by Egypt and 
in control over Egypt, with the 
exception of the Delta.

Ethiopia ceased to exercise any 
influence abroad.

000 feet from the ocean floor. 
Discovered by the cutter Chelan, 
which is engaged in protecting the 
seal herd of the Bering Sea, these 
sub-oceanic mountains were said 
to be between the Aleutians and 
Pribilof islands.

UNDER BERING SEA 


Washington, 
Aug. 
30 — The 
finding ot a vast range of moun­ 
tains under the Bering Sea was re­ 
ported today to the Coast Guard 
by Commander L. V. Keilhom of 
the Bering Sea Patrol. 
Some of the peaks were said to 
rise almost perpendicularly 
11,- 
000 feet from the ocean floor. 
Discovered by the cutter Chelan, 
which is engaged in protecting the 
seal herd of the Bering Sea, these 
sub-oceanic mountains were said 
to be between the Aleutians and 
Pribilof islands. They roughly fol­ 
low a course parelleling the Alas­ 
kan Rockies. 
“The depths of water over this 
ridge vary,” 
Commander 
Keil­ 
hom reported. "We 
found 
one 
depth of only 75 fathoms, num­ 
erous 200 fathom spots. Extreme 
irregularity suggests other 
peaks 
and pinnacles closer to the sur 
face.” 
This discovery, Coast Guard of 
flcials said, apparently confirms a 
theory that such a range of moun­ 
tains must exist somewhere in the 
Bering.

SALES TAX TEST SUIT 
AT JEFFERSON CITY 


JEFFERSON CITY. Aug. 3 0 - 
Suit to test the validiay of the 
new 1 per cent State sales tax law j 
whidh became effective last Tues­ 
day was filed today in Cole ooun- 
ty circuit court. 
The petition, filed by attorneys 
for Wilhelmina Anne 
Maxwell, 
Inc., operators of a Joplin cafeter­ 
ia. asks that the Court issue a de­ 
claratory judgement on whether 
the law is constitutional and valid, 
whether the State Auditor is vest­ 
ed with the powers which the act 
seeks to place in him and whether 
returns of the tax must be made 
to the Auditor. 
The act is attacked as uncon­ 
stitutional on the ground it is dis­ 
criminatory. takes property with­ 
out due process of law and denies 
equal protection of the law. 
Section 5, providing that 
the 
seller must collect the tax from 
the buyer and making it a mis­ 
demeanor to “advertise or hold out 
on state” that the tax will be ao- 
sorbed, is attacked as "whimiscal, 
capricious and an arbitrary re­ 
striction of the right of contract.” 
Another allegation was that the 
law placed the

seller to act without compensation 
as an agent of the State for col­ 
lection of the tax.
